Jano Grey 


Swisshelm, ono of the most remarkable 
women of her generation, died at her home, 
near this city. She had not boon in good 
health for some time, and several w_eeks ago 
her condition became alarming. 
On Sunday 


she foil into a. stupor from which sho did not 
recover. 


Mrs. Swissholm, whoso maiden name was 


Cannon, was bom at Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 0, 
1815. During her childhood thero wcru no 
public schools in Pennsylvania. Tho state 
was pretty well supplied with colleges for 
boys, while girls were permitted to go to sub- 
scription schools. To ono of these Jano was 
suiiL In April, 1830, she began to fcacli 
school at 'Wilkiasburg, whither tho family 
had removed. Sho taught seven hours a day 
and Saturday afternoon, which was devotod 
to Bible-reading and catechism. 
She abol- 


ished coqxjral punishment entirely, and ;vas 
BO successful that the boys ungovernable at 
home were thoroughly tractable at school, 
fn November, ISSti, sho was married, and 
less than two years Inter she removed with 
her husband to Lovisvillc, Ky, At that place 
slm sa\v some of the horrors of slavery, and 
ono day, after seeing a young slave-girl 
Hogged a; the wliipping-post, sho promised 
that for life it should be her work to bring "de- 
liverance to tho captive, and the opening of tho 
prison to thorn that are bound." Sho started 
a school Tor colored children, but rulflans 
stood before tho house and hooted "nigger 
school;" threatening letters were sent her; 
tho owner of tho building was notified that it 
would bo burned and saoked if be permitted 
its use for such a purpose, and in ono day her 
pupils woro all withdrawn. In 13-12 she re- 
turned to her old home in Pennsylvania. Sho 
now began her first writing for the public. 
Sho Orst wroto stories and rhymes under tho 
non do plume of "Jennie Deans" for Tho Dol- 
lar Newspaper and Nea'.'s Saturday Gazetto, 
both of Philadelphia. 
Reese C. Flneson. 


published an ntiti-slavery weekly in Pitts- 
burg, The Spirit of Liberty, and for thin sho 
wroto abolition articles and essays on woman's 
rights, her productions being much praised. 
During tho political campaign of 1944 Tho 
Spirit of Liberty want to the wall, and Mrs. 
Swissbelm feared that no anti-slavery paprr 
could bo supported In Pittsburg, while all 
anti-slavery matter was excluded from both 
tlio religious and the secular press. "It was 
a dark day for the slave," she says in her 
book, 
"Half a Century," "and it was 


difficult to see hope for a brighter." 
The 


Pittsburgo Commercial Journal 
was 
the 


leading Whig paper of western Pennsylvania, 
its editor being Robert M. Riddle. Thinking 
that somewhere in his veins might stir anti- 
slavery blood, she wrote him a letter, which 
he printed. This was followed by another, 
and thoy continued to appear once or twice a 
-week for several months. 
They attracted 


much attention, by some being much praised

After the death of her mother sho prose- 


cuted to a successful Issue a suit for the re- 
covery of the house in which sho was born. 
Tho law's injustice to women, brought to hor 
attention by this suit, led hor to contribute a 
series of articles to Tho Pittsburg Journal on 
"•,he subject of a married woman's right to 
hold property. Lucrotia MOtt and Mary A. 
Grew, of Philadelphia, labored assiduously 
for the samt; object, and in the session of 
TS47-S tho legislatui-e of Pennsylvania se- 
cured to wor.ien tho right to hold property. 
In

sho 
began 
the 
publica- 


tion 01' Tho 1'ittsburg 
Sunday Visitor- 


which was devoted to tho anti-slavery cause 
and was welcomed by the Abolitionists every- 
where for its ability and vigor, Itsupportcd 
Van Bnren for the presidency, and had 
thousands of readers all ovor the Union. In 
1850 Mrs. Swisshelm became ono of the 
"Washington correspondents of The New York 
Tribune, still continuing her control of Tho 
Visitor. "While at tho capital she discovered, 
as sho telis in her book, that ''Webster's 
whole pauoply of moral power was a shell- 
that his life was full of rottenness." She 
gathered 
the 
facts 
revealing 
his de- 


bauchery, received- assurances ol their truth, 
and sent them to The Visitor. Tho publica- 
tion made a tremenduous sensatiuo, but tho 
accusations were never denied. In 1S57 she 
resigned from The Visitor, and, separating 
from her husband, she removed to St. Cloud, 
3£inn., where sho started anotheranti-slavery 
and political paper. By her fierce denuncia- 
tion of Gen. Lowrio—who, it was whispered, 
was living in tho state and bringing slaves 
from his Tennessee estate aud returning them 
at his convenience—she made many bitter 
enemies, and hor office wos-mobbcd. A meov 
ing was called to take action on this outrage,

"Women's Legal Disabilities," and Idndred 
topics. During tho war Mrs. Swisshelm loft 
her newspaper interests ill other hands and 
went to Washington and bad herself assigned 
to hospital duty, doing noble duty in minis- 
tcring to the wants and alleviating the suf- 
ferings of tho soldiers. In 18CS sho was at 
work 
iu tho quartermaster's office 
at 


Washington at a salary of 805 a. month, 
without any provision for hor old age. 
Sho was discharged from that position by 
President Johnson for "speaking disrespect- 
fully of tho president of tho United States." 
la ISfili a suit which terminated in hor favor 
gave hor an interest in tho Swissvale estate 
near Pittsburg. 
Sinco that day she has lived 


in comparative retirement, but has occasion- 
ally been heard through tho press on almost 
every subject of public interest.

years Mrs. Swisshehn has spent considerable 
time i:i this city, where she tas many friends.
